APPLICATIONS: RATES:

Cool Season Grasses - Use this product at the rate of 3 to 4 pints per acre (1.1 to 1.5 fluid ounces per 1,000 square feet).
For Normal Application - Use 40 to 80 gallons of water per acre (1 to 2 gallons water per 1,000 square feet).
For Professional Lawn Maintenance - Use 1 to 5 gallons of water per 1,000 square feet. Higher water volumes may be used when
tank mixed with a turf fertilizer.
